Miss Tarbell Admits She Used State- 


ments Hade In Petitions Not 


Admitted As Evidence In the 


Corrigan Case. 


New York, July 13.—Miss Ida i,I. 


Tarbell, who has written much of in- 
terest concerning John D. Rockefeller, 
and Standard Oil, today made 
reply 


to a Scripps McRae Press Association 
representative to the recent 
rufuta- 


tion by Attorney Virgil P. Kline of 
Cleveland, of 
her 
charges 
against 


Rockefeller in the Corrigan case. 


"I see nothing in Kline's statement 


to make me revise what I have writ- 
ten in the case of Corrigan vs. Rock- 
efeller," she said. 


"Kline urges that Rockefeller sold 


the stock acquired from Corrigan soon 
after the transaction. 
I do not see 


that proves anything. He may have 
bought it back. He could have done 
so and made 
money. 
He 
certainly 


was foolish if, he parted permanently 
in 1895, at least, to any one but a 
member of his family with any por- 
tion of his Standard Oil certificates. 


"Kline says I used charges made in 


the petition instead of in the testi- 
mony. I did and I see no reason why 
I should not have 
done so. I used 


nothing which I had not 'convinced 
myself was true and nothing 
which 


Kline's statement mak.es me feel I 
should retract. Kline says I put in 
quotation marks certain statements 
which ar'e not in the evidence, as if I 
were reciting evidence. 
I 
certainly 


used, certain statements and import- 
ant ones not in evidence, that I had 
no intention of making it appear that 
they were in the testimony. 
If I did 


give that impression I am at fault. 


"One of these statements is in re- 


gard to a conversation between John 
D. Rockefeller and Frank Rockefeller. 
'Ihe latter 
had 
pleaded 
with 
his 


brother to "be easy with their friend 
Corrigan. 
The interview broke 
up 


without a decision, but as Frank left 
the room John called him back. "Cor 
rigan is going to the wall Frank," he 
said. "I might as well have his stock 
as anybody. Persuade him to sell it 
and you get his mining stock." 


''This does not appear in the 
evi- 


dence. I believe it to be true, and if 
true I see no reason why I should not 
use it. Moreover. I do not understand 
that Kline disputes 
its 
truth. An- 


other case in which I presume Kline 
would accuse me of using testimony 
not in the evidence is that 
where 


Rockefeller pressed about 
an 
inter- 


view which he denied and is described 
as springing to his feet, exclaiming: 
'I call God as my judge that I never 
had an interview with him after the 
29th. I call God to witness that.' Yet: 
later when Judge Burke 
mentioned 


the name of a person present in the 
ante-room to that 
interview Rocke- 


feller remembered. 
This occurred at 


the taking of a Rockeller's deposi- 
tion in Cleveland and was 
stricken 


from the testimony in the 
case of 


either Rockefeller's or Kline's request, 
but it was used by 
Burke 
in 
the 


course of the case. I believe it to be 
true and I do not understand 
that 


Kline disputes its- truth. 
I 
accuse 


Rockefeller not o'f brealung the 
law 


or even the rules of business as they 
seem to be interpreted by many men 
in business. I judge him by the gold- 
en rule and I claim that Rockefeller 
himself gives me the right 
to 
use 


that rule in estimating his character. 
He presents himself to the public in 
only two phases as 'the richest man 
in the worl'd' and as an 
active ad- 


herent to the Christian church."

fore the boy left here, and his father 
is Colonel George A. Scott, a promi- 
nent horseman of this county, who 
lives about four miles southwest of 
this city. 


Walter left here for Texas about 25 


years ago, and from^there drifted 
to 


Chicago with some horses sent to 
Buffalo Bill from Texas, and there his 
riding was 
so 
much 
noticed 
and 


praised by the famous ranchman that 
he at once hired young Scott at ?GO 
per month to go with him. 


Young Scott had four brothers 
in 


the West, and all live there now ex- 
cept William, who is dead. He has

WILSON SAYS DEPARTMENT WILL CON- 


DUCT ITS INQUIRY 


Situation is Much Like the One That 


Confronted the Postal Depart- 


ment In the Case ot 


August Hachen, 


Washington, July 13—That there 


will be a searching investigation of the 
entire agricultural department similar 
to tha1- conducted in the post office de- 
partment which 
resulted in tae un- 


earthing of a wholesale system of 
graft -and corruption, seems now inev- 
itable. 
It is believed that Secretary 


Wilson has decided 
upon such 
a 


course 
When questioned this morn- 


ing regarding the situation he was un- 
usually reticent. 
He said, however: 


"If I should decide that such an in- 
vestigation is necessary I would not 
go about it with a brass band. There 
is no opportunity in this department 
for the particular kind of crookedness 
found in the postoffice department. So 
far, upon my own initiative I have 
done everything I have 
considered 


necessary." 


The secretary's investiagiion of the 


department will be entirely independ- 
ent of that now being conducted by the 
department of justice through the dis- 
trict attorney. He will likely appoint 
a trusted official of the department to 
prosecute inquiries. 
v. 


In several respects -the situai ion in 


tlie 
agricultural department is anal- 


agous to that which confronted 
the 


postoffice department two years ago. 
When charges of corruption were first 
laid before the late PosHnaster Gener- 
al Payne he did not believe them. 
Questioned by newspaper men he char- 
acterized the charges as "hot 
air." 


When the recent charges made by the 
Southern Cotton Planters' association 
were first presented to Wilson by Rich- 
ard Cheatham, tho secretary said: "Oh 
that's an old story. You can't make 
me believe it.'' 


Cheatham, however, insisted that he 


could, and it was not until 
he had 


brought to the department document 
ary evidence that the secretary could 
be persuaded to take up the charges. 


Bo!h Payne and Wilson were victims 


of misplaced confidence. 
They could 


not bring themselves even to question 
the integrity of the men whom they 
had trusted for years until they were 
actually forced to.

latter than from the yellow fever, al- 
though we will hear nothing like the 
talk about it. Wo will every now and 
then have troubles as regards hy- 
giene, and we will have trouble in the 
engineering problems, and occasion- 
ally we will have troubles in Ihe ad- 
ministrative department. Whenever 
one of these troubles romps there will 
be a large number of timid men who 
who will at once say what an awful 
calamity it is, and express the deepest 
sorrow and concern, and be rather in- 
clined to thp belief that the whole 
thing is a failure 
It will not be a 


failuie. 
It will be a success; and it 


will be a .sucre-vS because we shall 
treat evrv little check not as a rea- 
son for abandoning the work, but as 
a reason for alte-ing and bettering 
our plans so as to make it impossible 
that that particular check shall hap- 
p<->n again."

and for observation. Nineteen of the 
cases were among the passengers, six 
were members of the crew and all 
were men. The wife of one passenger 
accompanied him voluntarily.

The old stories of sickness, discon-

There 
were 93 passengers in all and most of 
them were fugitives from the canal 
zone.

He Talks With Labor Leaders—False 


Construction Placed on the 


Recent Order. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 13.— A con- 


ference was held here between Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and two of the impor- 


uel Gompers 
of 
Washington 
and 


James Duncan of Quincy, Mass., re- 
spectively the- president and one of 
the vice presidents of the American 
Federation of Labor. 
The conference 


was devoted particularly to a consid- 
eration of the order recently issued 
by the president regarding the en- 
forcement 
of the Chinese exclusion 


law. An Impression had been gained 
by many members of labor organiza- 
tions that the order, to an extent at 
least, let down the immigration bars 
BO far as the Chinese were concerned. 
The president assured his callers, 
however, that no such construction 
properly could be placed on the ordeY, 
and that he was just as vigorously op- 
posed to the admission to this country 
of Chinese coolies as they could be. 


"We directed the president's atten- 


tion," said Mr. Gompers after the con- 
ference, "to the interpretation placed 
by some persons- on his recent ord=r 
issued at the instance of the Ameri- 
can Asiatic 
association, 
concerning 


the admission to this country of Chi- 
nese. By many of our own people and 
by many Chinese 
that order was 


looked upon as a letting down of the 
immigration bars so far as the Chi- 
nese are concerned. 
The president 


assured us that no proper reading of 
the order would warrant such an in- 
terpretation, and that nothing was 
further from his intention than that 
such an impression should be gotten 
from the order. His determination is 
that both skilled and unskilled Chi- 
nese laborers shall be excluded from 
the United States, ' and he says the 
law will be rigidly enforced. His or- 
der related only to the so-called ex- 
empt classes, merchants, 
students, 


travelers and the like, who heretofore 
have had difficulty in gaming admis- 
sion to this country because- of the 


• many fraudulent certificates issued to 


them and to coolies who are not enti- 
'tled to ' certificates. 
We went 
over 


the entire matter, the conference be- 
ing perfectly satisfactory to us. The 
president suggested that 
in 
the 


course of the next five or six months 
"we again bring the matter to his at- 
tention in the light of experience of 
that length of time in working under 
the order."

Elaborate Preparations Have

Columbus, O., July 13.—The "water 


cure," or bath treatment for insanity, 
is to be carried out at the State hos- 
pitui for the iu5anc, on a. scale ^roo 
ably as extensive as in any other sim- 
ilar institution in the country. Steps 
in this drection have already 
bern 


taken, and on Wednesday a •arga-con 
signment of apparatus for the pur- 
pose was inspected by the 
superiJ- 


tendent, Dr. George Stockton, aiiJ 
Frank L. Packard, the architect of 
Greer cottage, in the 
basement of 


which the patients are to receive the 
treatment. 


Some of the 
apparatus, however, 


will be movable, so that it will be 
possible to, take it,to the room of a 
patient, in an emergency and give the 
treatment there. 


Preachers of rational 
theapeuutics 


are insistins, and assert that it has 
heen already demonstrated, that sys- 
tematic 
treatment of insanity 
by 


baths has in many cases effected at 
least temporary cures, and in every 
case it has given relief. 
They also 


claim for the treatment that it has a 
tendency to regulate 
the different 


functions of the body and produce a 
normal condition. Its benefits are not 
questioned, and the 
treatment 
has 


been practiced in a limited way at the 
institution under the direction of Dr. 
Stockton, but owing to a shortage of 
funds, it was impossible to go into 
the treatment on the extensive plan 
that is contemplated. . 


It is not a new treatment by any 


means, but it has been receiving, with- 
in late years, the support of leading 
and influential members of the medi- 
cal fraternity - who were disinterested 
in it before. 


Many of the acute cases are attri- 


buted to bad nutrition and a lack of 
elimination, and both of these cauuses 
of insanity have been removed by the 
bath treatment. 


Dr. Stockton is of the opinion that 


the institution will make a commend- 
able showing in its new department, 
and turn out ^patients 
cured, who 


have been in the hospital for years. 
Their insanity has superinduced in a 
measure by diseases,* of the stomach 
or nervous system, and both of these 
ailments, it is asserted, yield readily 
to the bath treatment. 


In the nurses' training school of the 


hospital the young 'women will be 
thoroughly instructed in giving the 
various forms of massages, as this is 
to be a feature of the bath treatment, 
and for this purpose there will be 
specially made distributing tables. In 
addition to the tables there will be in 
the basement of the cottage, a Turk- 
ish, Russian, electric, light cabinet, 
sprays, hip sitz, needles, douches and 
electrical baths. In the latter, the 
water is charged with electricity, and 
in the cabinet bath, the patient re- 
ceives the benefit of the heat 
from 


hundreds of miniature electric lighted 
bulbs or from as many as his physical 
condition will permit. 


During this heating process, which 


soon results in free perspiration, the 
patient's head is bathed 
in 


clothes, His body is kept in the cabi 
net until he has received the full bene 
fits of the heat, and is then lead to 
the sprays and other appartuus, ac- 
cording to his needs.
